Modern decoration is achieving distinctive 
charm by being simple and direct. Here is 
a hallway where the decorator said, "Let us 
build in supreme loveliness with white enamel 
— not ivory or gray — but White. And let us 
provide the cleanest possible contrast for 
our white enamel by doing the wall surfaces 
in clean, pale green." 



No more effective way could be devised for 
setting off the brown mahogany furniture and 
stair treads. The floor could be stained Wal- 
nut or be enameled in that shade. The 
oriental rug has sufficient brown in it to blend 
well with the browns in the color scheme and 
its dark blue enriches the mahogany shades 
as well as setting off the light green. 
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Make something more of the hall than just a 
passage way. It should not be like a tunnel — 
a dingy, confining way to hurry through. 
Most halls are but one half the width of this 
light, airy spacious reception room of "the 
old school" — when houses were houses — But 
here one can see how color — pure White 
also ranks as color! — can make any room 
more inviting. Divested of all unnecessary 
frills we have our room with its simple 
effective color treatment. Replace the furnish- 



ings with your furniture, rugs and drapes and 
the other touches that are yours and the hall 
identifies itself with your home! 

Below is found another hall of charm. See 
how the Verdas Green that accents the house 
painting plan outside, is made to be just as 
effective with the interior scheme. Taupe 
enamel is particularly "friendly" with the 
soft green walls. Together they form a back- 
ground which would enhance either light 
or dark colored furnishings. 



More beautiful floors 

"By her floors you can recognize the good housekeeper." 

Although the decorator points out the correctness of the dark 
stained floor there is still a substantial majority of home 
owners who favor the light colored floor. So in order to avoid 
a darkening of the floor with each varnishing, a thorough 
scrubbing with hot soapsuds well rinsed is essential. If there 
are worn bare spots scrubbing is doubly necessary to restore 
the light color and freguently a bleaching with oxalic acid 
crystals and hot water. 

S-W Mar-not Varnish is the first step towards a lasting floor 
finish. Its ability to withstand footwear, water and washing 
without waterspotting gives the longest service one can 
obtain. Mar-not Varnish is pale and will not discolor, objec- 
tionably, the lightest colored woods or linoleum patterns. 

When dark colored floors become faded or worn they can 
be restored with S-W Flo-Lac which stains and varnishes in 
one operation. 

OF RICH COLORFUL ENAMEL 

Many of the older homes have pine floors done in painted 
finish. In many houses floors of discolored hardwood or worn 
linoleum are also suitable for a painted or enameled finish. 

There is a growing appreciation of the rich toned enamel 
finish produced with S-W Floor Enamel.

Daring to submerge walls into a bower of 
forest green — why not? This was considered 
the smartest thing only fifteen years ago. 
Were they wrong then, or are we just ap- 
preciating true restfulness as an ideal wall 



function for today's living room where read- 
ing lamps have displaced general lighting 
with added eye comfort and where color is 
expressed in furniture and drapes? Modern 
decoration says this is good taste and has 
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convincing reasons to support it. How easily 
an ordinary living room could be done over 
into this smart modern creation! An all-over 
carpet with rug throws? Surely, but this room 
has enameled floor in "spattered" finish. The 
old fireplace is faced with plaster, enameled 
and marbelized (if you choose). Your car- 
penter installs the simple arch which is done 
in white along with the woodwork. 

Flowered chintz drapes "bridge over" to the 
wall color with the green of the foliage while 
the royal blue — repeated in the small chair 
— is a modern touch. White flowers claim 
relationship to the white woodwork. The rose 
upholstered pieces are exquisite in accent. 

One of the surprising things is the revival 
of interest in white. Modern decorating em- 
ploys it most freely for the contrast it affords 
with strong color. These white tables and 
chairs are typical — also white leather up- 
holstery. The Venetian blinds are white, too. 
Shiny brass fireplace fixtures, furniture in 
light satinwood or natural oak would be at 
home as occasional touches in this color 
scheme.

It will actually cost you less money over 
10 years because it will outlast two cheap 
enamel jobs. And, suppose it does cost $2 
more a room to use Old Dutch Enamel, you 
save this amount over and over again through 
longer service and, at the same time you are 
enjoying the greater beauty it provides. 

PRACTICAL CONSIDERATIONS 

Before enameling an old finish wash it well 
with warm water with a little sal-soda to cut 
grease and dirt. Then sandpaper smooth and 
dull any glossy surface. FIRST COAT should 
be an equal part mixture of S-W Flat-Rite 
Enamel Undercoater and Old Dutch Enamel. 
In finishing a dark surface, two such coats 
will usually suffice — white or light surfaces 
are generally well covered with one coat of 
this undercoater mixture. 

Use the correct S-W Brush. Its impor- 
tance cannot be over emphasized. One coat 
of enamel spread with a good brush will hide 
better than two coats applied with a cheap 
stubby brush.

Observe how 
this color modulates through the lamp shades, 
the pieces of rare china down to the brownish

Antique maple furniture takes on a richer 
amber because of the orchid bed spread, but 
instead of the customary severe gray walls 
one might expect with orchid, this delightful 
peach color is suggested. White enamel 
woodwork is needed for accent, and you will 



observe how effective the other furnishings 
are in white — the boudoir lamp, the chair 
seat, the curtains and the dressing table. 
The dark "peasant" plank floor would be in 
pine stained walnut, varnished and waxed or 
done in floor enamel of a walnut shade. 
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Todays mode approves rich color 



Color has greater value when it is placed 
in contrasting areas as we have done in this 
remodeled kitchen. The white walls are 
whiter because of the practical band of soft 
green which is so serviceable above the sink. 
The breakfast nook — viewed from the white- 
walled kitchen — is more cozy for its lining of 
this same green. The soft daintiness of this 
green is emphasized through the trim color, 
jade green. The floor, in jade, may be either 
new linoleum or jade green floor enamel 
applied right over the old linoleum or wood 
floor. Because the leather seat cushions were 
still in good condition they were given a 



couple coats of Rogers Brushing Lacquer in 
Chinese red to match the marvelous luncheon 
set of dishes so handily displayed on the con- 
venient shelves above the sink. 

Don't overlook the opportunities suggested 
for introducing other touches of color — yellow 
for example — the humble yellow mixing bowl 
comes into its own — our yellow flowers, a 
delft blue clock and our grocer's contribution 
in his handsomely labeled canned goods! 

Of course these delightful color contrasts 
make a kitchen that is easier to keep clean 
and attractive than a simple all-over color.

The simplest kind of curtain treatments 
are often the smartest and most effec- 
tive.

Therefore, in order to obtain the full, rich 
color effects shown throughout this book, the 
wall surfaces must be primed and sealed so 
that the finishes used will stand out and not 
soak into the wall. For this purpose always 
play safe by applying S-W Wall Primer and 
Sealer before going ahead with the final coat. 
The finish will then look better, wear better 
and will wash better.

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POROUS WALL BOARDS 

Many times walls are covered with heavy in- 
sulating wall-board because the old plaster 
is not in good enough condition to paint. This 
excellent wall-board makes good partitions.

All the Sherwin-Williams finishes recommended 
in this brochure are entirely washable with soap 
and water. For this purpose S-W Flaxoap pure 
linseed oil soap is recommended in warm water. 
Washing is simple and easy with this solution and 
there is no chapping of the hands or harming of 
the finish. The way in which the finish is applied 
has a great deal to do with its washing easier. 
Wall finishes applied over S-W Wall Primer and 
Sealer always wash better. Enamel finishes 
applied over S-W Flat-Rite Enamel Undercoater 
are always smoother, fuller in lustre and likewise 
wash easier. 

Good brushes, Sherwin-Williams Brushes, spread 
the finish smoother and with less brushmarking 
and this, too, makes the finish wash easier.

Danger points of your home and 
what they mean to you! 

Moisture is the enemy constantly attacking your 
home, prying into unprotected corners, seeping 
into the tiniest open cracks and breaking down 
your paint coating wherever water has a place to 
gather.

Repair leaky gutters, faulty flashing or window 
casings, railings or posts keeping in mind that water can travel 
inside the partition and cause damage far and wide, inside the 
house as well as outside. Keep these places well painted. A coat 
of paint at these danger points every two years will make im- 
possible the paint failures illustrated in these pictures.
